EGYPT DECIDED TO ACCEPT THE RHODES FORMULA--A REF-
ERENCE TO THE 194& NEGOTTATIONS AT RHODES DURING
WHICH EGYPTIANS AND ISRAELIS TALKED IN THE PRESENCE
OF A MEDIATOR. EBAN"S STATEMENTS IMPLY THAT HIS
GOVERNMENT BELIEVES THAT A WAIT-AND-SEE STANCE ON

TECHNIQUE. *. FOR ITS PART. EBAN SAID. ISRAEL WILL
SEEK TO MARSHAL FOREIGN SUPPORT AND THEREBY FOCUS
EGYPT*S ATTENTION ON THOSE ASPECTS OF PRIME MINIS-
TER MEIR®S SPEECH OF 2k JULY THAT SHOULD CLEAR THE
OBSTACLES TO NEGOTIATIONS. ISRAEL WILL EMPHASIZE.
FOR INSTANCE. MRS. MEIR’S STATEMENTS THAT NEGOTIA-
TIONS ARE NOT HUMILIATING- THAT ISRAEL IS NOT SEEK-

REGARD AN INTERIM SUEZ CANAL AGREEMENT AS ONLY
TEMPORARY. |
